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While most of the times airport car parks are safe, this doesn't mean that your car will not be 
targeted by thieves. As they know the car's owner will be away for a number of days to a few weeks, 
robbers will have time to break into vehicles that are staying in the airport parking area at the Gold 
Coast airport.

Even things such as bags 
and cases that are empty will attract robbers who may think that there are valuables inside. You 
should remove any valuable electronics such as GPS systems and portable music players. 

Remember your keys 

Keep your keys in a safe location to prevent anyone from pick pocketing them while in the airport. 
Always double check when you leave the car that you have your keys and parking ticket safely stored 
away.
